with the Empire, 
pretty smooth way, for the American industries to catch 
Australian and British trade and still hold 75 per cent, of 
the material and labor for the parent plant. 

„ If, however, the empire ^content were increased to 60 
p^r cent., this would greatly increase the use of Canadian 
labor, at the expense of United States. From the Cana¬ 
dian ^viewpoint, it would make those plants more authenti¬ 
cally Canadian and more entitled to the preference. 

One American paper sees a bad blow to the automobile 
industry. As it is at present, the 1 Canadian branches are 
merely assembling plants, putting together parts made in 
U.S.A. But under the possible 60 per cent, agreement, it 
would mean virtually Canadian production. 

The fact also that iron imports to Canada may swing 
’from United States to Britain, is not overlooked. In the 
past five years 10 per cent, of iron goods have been 
bought from Britain, and almost 90 per cent, from United 
States. The normal importation of iron goods is almost 
200 million. Not' a bad order. 

What with one thing and another, the Iiiiperial Confer¬ 
ence is running tpo smoothly for American approval.

CONFERENCE ENDING 


General admiration is being expressed for Premier Ben¬ 
nett’s direction during the Imperial Conference. Although 
as yet, not many are clear on what has been accomplishe 
the general tone of the assembly has created a favorable 
impression. No irisurniountable differences of opinion 
have been made public, and the determined aim “that the 
Conference must not fail,” seems to have been maintain¬ 
ed throughout. Dignity and goodwill have characterized 
the gathering and the welfare of the Empire seems to 
have actuated all delegates. 

Material benefits from trade arrangements may be slow 
of realization, but the mental effect of an amicable^ ear¬ 
nest Conference will be widespread.

HAS NO CURE ALL 

Say* There ia no Royal Road to Re¬ 
covery, We Depend on World Price 
Of Our Baaic Commodity 

Premier Brownlee addressed a big 
community picnic at Lethbridge last 
week, ^.mongst the subjects with 
which he dealt were, finance. Turner 
Valley,' unemployment, etc. 

“There is no royal road to recov¬ 
ery,” tne premier explained. “Let us 
give up all thought of revolution and 
realize the facts of our western econ¬ 
omy. We are a r.ew country with 
little reserve of wealth and are de- 
penueutr on one basic agricultural 
commodity, tne price of which is de¬ 
termined lor us in a world market 
oeyond our Control. Thought and ra¬ 
tionality in reform are necessary.” 

Gas Conservation 

Replying t6 criticsim of the Turner 
Valley conservation scheme, Mr. 
Brownlee emphatically contradicted 
talk of Imperial Oil influence. The 
aim was not only to preserve natur¬ 
al gas resources through the preven¬ 
tion of competitive waste, but also to 
nelp in the long run the prospects of 
each individual oil company. Hitherto 
they nad been taking naphtha alone 
and wasting the gas. Henceforth 
they would obtain the same quantity 
of naphtha, if over a longer period, 
and tney would have a gas reserve 
tor future sale. The market price of 
the stocks of these companies had not 
changed materially since the conser¬ 
vation order; the drop came long 
oefore; in the course of a general 
market slump, it was true that the 
greatest - gain would go to Imperial 
edi tor the simple reason that this 
company owned 60 per cent, of the 
turner Valley field, but it was not 
through the provincial government 
.hat it had received these leases. 

City Taxes 

City critics complained of an un¬ 
equal distribution of taxation. Mr. 
Brownlee asserted in reply that it 
was unchallengeable that of all the 
provinces west of the Great Lakes, 
Alberta taxed the citizens in her cit¬ 
ies the least. There had been no in¬ 
vasion of the civic field of taxation 
and the income tax charges compared 
favorably with those of other provin¬ 
ces. 

Unemployment 

“My heart speaks when I see men 
with packs on their backs wandering 
on street or highway in a honest and 
desperate search for work,” began 
the premier, as he introduced the 
problem of unemployment. “But how 
little can one province do towards a 
solution!” 

Farmers Fail Pool 

Captilism had run rampant. fc . .-The 
government in the next decade must 
interfere far more than it had ever 
done before. But the people had to 
stand solid, and, added the premier, 
the farmers had r.ot stood the test 
very well. They had failed the wheat 
pool, and before government efforts 
were successful the farmers, them¬ 
selves, would first have to build up 
their co-operative oiganizations again 

Any definite way out would be 
slow. A saner realization -of basic 
realities must spread among all citi¬ 
zens. Farm and town groups must 
study the economic problems and 
work toother. The road lies through 
co-operative' effort not through a 
business man’s dictatorship. The 
business man had already made mess 
enough of his own house. 

NO PLANTOCOLLECT 
OVER PAYMENT 

No Deductions Made From Present 

Crop on Account of 1929 Losses 

Definite denial was made by Prem¬ 
ier Brownlee in a statement recently 
made at Edmonton, of rumored plans 
of the Wheat Pool to collect from 
this year’s crop certain losses sus¬ 
tained in previous'years. Premier 
Brownlee's comment to The Edmon¬ 
ton Journal was as follows: 

“I have been surprised to hear 
that rumors are again being circulat¬ 
ed throughout the province with re¬ 
spect to the Wheat Pool, to the effect 
that an attempt will be made to 
make up the losses in connection with 
the 1929 crop by deductions from any 
crop delivered to the Pool this com¬ 
ing crop season. 

“I wish to again state, as I did 
last year, that there is no truth 
whatever to the suggestion. The 
agreement between the government 
and the Wheat Pool, as ratified by 
the legislature, provides for certain 
fixed payments for a period of twen¬ 
ty years. No attempt whatever will 
be made to collect any sum from the 
various growers as individuals, but 
we fully expect the Pool will be able 
to make its annual payments out of 
its total earnings.”

“nay, nay,” have certain charms. 

Weasel words inject themselves in¬ 
to daily business between man and 
man, into spoken words, into written 
documents, into private and public 
transactions. And because of them 
we are in a continual state of doubt.
